Dear  Co-Worker: 

Extension  agents  are  being  encouraged  to  focus..cn  a few  specific  major 
problems  as  the  emphasis  of  their  extension  programs  for  1962.  In  keeping 
with  this  plan,  your  U-H  Division  has  developed  a statement  of  Areas  of 
Emphasis  for  1962,  believing  these  warrant  priority  consideration  in  many 
State  situations. 

One  of  the  greatest  challenges  facing  extension  leaders  who  work  with  youth 
is  keeping  our  program  emphasis  geared  to  the  rapidly  changing  situations 
facing  young  people  today. 

GROUP  TRAINS  FOR  I[-H  PEACE  CORPS  ASSIGNMENT 


Warren  Schmidt  is  coordinating  the  training  program  for  an  outstanding  group 
of  55  young  people  recruited  to  work  with  the  U-S  Clubs  in  Brazil.  The  first 
six  weeks*  training  is  at  the  National  U-H  Center.  It  includes  work  in  the 
areas c'of  American  and  Brazilian  studies,  cross-cultural  adjustments,  and 
technical  methods.  The  trainees  will  go  to  Puerto  Rico  and  then  on  to  Brazil 
for  further  training. 

In  Brazil,  the  volunteers  will  work  in  teams  of  two  - a home  economist  and 
an  agriculturist.  They  will  work  with  the  Brazilian  U-S  Club  personnel  in 
recruiting  and  training  local  k-S  leaders,  assist  with  the  organization  and 
development  of  clubs,  and  prepare  visual  aids  and  other  educational  materials. 
In  Brazil, a field  staff  of  a national  project  leader  and  three  regional 
supervisors  will  guide  their  efforts. 


INTER-ANERICAN  RURAL  YOUTH  PROGRAM 


The  establishment  of  an  Inter-American  Rural  Youth  Program  Committee  by  the 
Secretary  General  of  the  Organization  ofAAmerican  States  represents  a new 
development  in  the  advancement  of  rural  youth  educational  programs  in  the 
Americas.  The  committee  itself  is  comprised  of  very  high  level  individuals, 
including  former  presidents  of  various  Latin  American  countries  and  leading 
representatives  of  the  United  States.  An  advisory  group  has  been  formed  to 
aid  the  committee.  Named  to  it  have  been  Grant  A.  Shrum,  Executive  Director 
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of  the  National  It-H  Club  Foundation^  and  Kenneth  H,  Anderson,  Associate 
Director  of  the  National  i|-H  Service  Committee. 

A program  office  has  been  established  in  San  Jose,  Costa  Rica,  to  which 
Howard  E,  Law,  formerly  of  Utah,  has  been  named  director.  The  program  office 
will  operate  in  cooperation  with  the  Inter-American  Institute  of  Agricultural 
Sciences  at  Turrialba  and  the  American  International  Association  in  San  Jose, 

The  first  meeting  of  the  advisory  group  was  held  in  San  Jose,  Costa  Rica,  in 
December.  At  this  time  a proposed  program  was  formulated  to  be  recommended 
to  the  over-all  Inter- American  Riiral  Youth  Committee  which  is  scheduled  to 
meet  early  in  1962.  The  program  would  advance  three  primary  areas  of  concern: 

1.  Advance  programs  and  activities  designed  to  improve  and  expand 
leader  training  at  both  the  professional  and  voluntary  leader  levels. 
Such  a program  would  also  aim  to  stimulate  the  exchange  of  ideas, 
techniques,  methods,  and  educational  materials  between  countries, 

2.  Establish  a program  to  assist  countries  in  forming  and  operating 
rural  youth  program  committees,  foundations,  and  associations, 

3.  Establish  a service  to  consult  with  countries  on  the  establishment 
of  awards  and  recognition  programs  at  the  local,  national,  and, 
where  needed,  international  level. 

Both  Mr.  Shrum  and  Mr.  Anderson  attended  the  first  Advisory  Committee  meeting, 
which  was  also  attended  by  representatives  from  all  but  one  South  American 
country  and  from  several  Central  American  countries.  Indications  are  that 
this  newly -established  program  will  assist  greatly  in  expanding  and  further 
developing  [|-H  type  educational  programs  throughout  the  Americas. 


TEN  YEARS  OF  1|-H  IN  PHILIPPINES 

The  May  6-10  rally  at  the  College  of  Agriculture,  University  of  Philippines, 
will  mark  the  10th  anniversary  of  U-H  work.  Striking  achievements  of  youth 
through  U-H  will  be  emphasized  and  plans  unfolded  for  the  future. 

Some  of  you  have  commented  about  a sixth  grade  text  book  which  makes 
interesting  reference  to  U-H  Club  work  in  the  Philippines,  This  is  "More 
People  and  Progress,”  Grade  6,  published  by  Foreman  Company,  Jerry  Lineweaver 
first  called  this  to  our  attention.  As  you  know,  he  worked  in  the  Philippines 
for  a two-year  period.  Jerry  thinks  this  is  an  excellent  description  of  their 
National  U-H  Rally  and  U-H  program. 
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FILMS  FOR  h-H  Ia/EEK 

We  hope  to  complete  production  this  week  on  four  filmed  television  spots 
which  we  plan  to  mail  to  your  television  editor  in  a short  time.  Although 
the  spots  do  not  mention  National  I4.-H  Club  Week  itself,  we  will  place  prints 
with  the  television  networks  for  special  use  during  that  time.  Obviously, 
these  films  can  be  used  on  the  networks  and  on  local  stations  the  year  round. 
The  set  of  films  will  include  one  58-second  spot,  two  20-second  spots,  and 
one  10-second  or  ’’cow-catcher"  as  we  call  it.  The  first  set  is  free  of  charge. 
Additional  prints  can  be  purchased  from  the  USDA  Motion  Picture  Service  at  a 
cost  somewhat  under  $2  each.  We  will  have  exact  costs  when  production  is 
completed . 


REPRINTS  OF  "LIVESTOCK  AND  DAIRY  JUDGING  MANUAL" 


In  a couple  of  months,  California  plans  to  reprint  their  manual  of  livestock 
and  dairy  judging.  They  have  generously  offered  to  include  any  other  State 
in  the  reprinting.  Costs  should  be  somewhat  under  20  cents  per  copy,  probably 
less  unit  cost  if  several  States  are  interested.  Bob  Davis  would  be  glad  to 
send  sample  manuals  to  anyone  interested.  It  is  our  understanding  that  when 
the  first  run  was  made,  California  printed  20,000  copies  for  Oregon,  with 
their  own  imprint.

HOME  STUDY  COURSE  FOR  NEW  I4-H  ORGANIZATIONAL  LEADERS 

Marian  Larson,  formerly  State  U-H  Leader  in  Alaska,  has  accepted  a temporary 
one-month  assignment  with  the  Federal  Extension  Service  to  develop  a home 
study  course  for  I4.-H  leaders.  This  will  be  aimed  particularly  at  those  Alaska 
leaders  in  remote  areas  who  seldom  or  never  see  the  extension  agent.  It  is 
expected  that  adaptations  can  be  made  for  use  in  other  States  where  great 
distance  is  involved.  Use  in  densely  populated  areas  in  combination  with 
meetings  is  also  a possibility, as  well  as  possible  use  with  A.I.D.  and  Peace 
Corps  projects.  A committee  of  Federal  Extension  and  I4.-H  Foundation  personnel 
will  advise  Marian,  The  work  will  start  late  in  January  and  should  be  ready 
for  field  trial  in  Alaska  by  March  1962,  Following  trial  in  Alaska,  we  hope 
to  share  with  all  States  through  "Leads  for  Leaders,"

KANSAS  - New  Kind  of  County  Report 

Reno  County  has  developed  a highly  illustrated  report  for  distribution  to 
legislators,  community  officials,  and  informal  leaders.  It  stresses  the 
educational  aspects  of  Extension  programs,  including  both  rural  and  urban 
areas.  Both  adult  and  youth  programs  are  included. 


fflCHIGAN  - Human  Relations  Laboratory 

The  Lab  is  set  for  Camp  Kett  U-H  Leadership  Center,  February  2^  thru  March  9. 
Enrollment  is  limited  to  60  professional  youth  workers  from  Scouts,  YMCA,  YWCA, 
Campfire  Girls,  and  public  schools.  The  program  will  be  patterned  after  the 
famous  National  Leadership  Training  Laboratory  at  Bethel,  with  some  of  Maine’s 
top  instructors. 
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MMNESOTA  - U-H  Leader  Institutes 

More  than  8,600  U-H  Club  leaders  in  Minnesota  learned  new  ways  to  help  club 
members  as  a result  of  I4.-H  Leaders*  Institutes  held  throughout  Minnesota 
during  January,  The  theme  for  the  institutes  was  "Planning  to  Meet  the  Needs 
of  Youth." 

Planning  local  club  meetings  and  teaching  techniques  used  in  the  I4.-H  program 
were  topics  discussed  by  leaders  at  five  different  area  institutes.  County 
extension  agents  discussed  the  development  of  a county  leader  training  program. 
The  information  from  these  sessions  will  be  presented  to  other  leaders  in  the 
county  at  leader  council  meetings  or  at  special  meetings. 


MISSOURI  - Marketing  Workshop 

George  Rowe  reports  a successful  marketing  workshop  conducted  as  a part  of 
State  I4.-H  Club  Week  and  held  for  three  afternoons.  Nine  other  Extension  or 
resident  workers  served  as  speakers  or  resource  people.  Included  was  a skit, 
"The  Power  of  the  Consumer"  by  Mrs,  Lorene  S,  Wilson,  Extension  Marketing 
Economist . 


MONTANA  - Parents  Organized 

Missoula  County  U-H  parents  have  organized  to  recognize  and  honor  U-H  leaders. 
Not  only  will  this  group  be  able  to  give  recognition  to  the  leaders,  it  will 
also  offer  an  excellent  opportunity  for  the  Extension  office  to  work  with 
parents.  The  U-H  staff  will  be  able  to  keep  these  parents  up  to  date  on  the 
over-all  U-H  objectives  and  what  is  expected  of  them  as  parents. 


NEW  ffiXICO  - Leadership  Development 

New  Mexico  is  one  of  numerous  States  around  the  country  facing  the  question 
of  shifting  from  agent -dependent  clubs  to  community-based,  leader-dependent 
clubs.  To  this  end,  it  launched  last  year  a 5-5  adult  leadership  development 
program  in  U-H  work  (5  phase-5  years).  The  second  phase  was  completed  in 
early  October  with  a one-day  workshop  for  all  county  Extension  agents  of 
four  pilot  counties  who  are  taking  the  lead  in  this  new  effort  there.  Dr. 
Niederfrank,  our  FES  Rural  Sociologist,  has  been  working  with  New  Mexico  in 
developing  this  plan  based  somewhat  on  evaluation  work  they  had  done  with 
Mary  Frances  Lyle’s  help. 


NORTH  CAROLINA  - Careers 

The  School  of  Agriculture  at  North  Carolina  State  College  has  recently 
published  an  attractive  pictorial  booklet  on  "Agricultural  Opportunities 
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Unlimited."  The  book  highlights  careers  in  agriculture  and  points  out  in  an 
interesting  and  attractive  way  the  training  and  professional  qualifications 
for  various  careers  in  agriculture  and  related  industries.  A section  on  each 
career  gives  present  employment  opportunities.  The  booklet  has  been  espec- 
ially prepared  as  a counseling  guide.

The  U-H'ers  must  be  I6  years  of  age  or  older,  at  least  juniors  in  high  school, 
and  must  be  accompanied  by  U-H  leaders  or  county  Extension  workers. 

The  groups  are  guided  informally  around  the  campus  by  the  University  students. 
The  tours  usually  include  the  main  campus  area  and  the  State  U-H  office,  an 
interview  with  some  of  the  U-H  staff,  an  interview  with  a representative  of 
the  Dean  of  the  College  of  Agriculture,  Forestry,  and  Home  Economic S|  and  an 
informal  question-and-answer  session  about  college  life.
